LONDON The world is losing the battle 
against diabetes as the number of peo- 
ple estimated to be living with the dis- 
ease soars to a record 382 million this 
year, medical experts said Thursday 

The vast majority have Type 2 dia- 
betes— the kind linked to obesity and 
lack of exercise— and the epidemic is 
spreading as more people in the de- 
veloping world adopt Western, urban 
lifestyles. 

The latest estimate from the In- 
ternational Diabetes Federation is 
equivalent to a global prevalence rate 
of 8.4 percent of the adult population 
and compares with 371 million cases 
in 2012. 

By 2035, the organization predicts 
the number of cases will have soared 
by 55 percent to 592 million. 

“The battle to protect people from 
diabetes and its disabling, life-threat- 
ening complications is being lost,” the 
federation said in the sixth edition of 
its Diabetes Atlas, noting that deaths 
from the disease were now running at 
5.1 million a year or one every 6 sec- 
onds. 

People with diabetes have inad- 
equate blood sugar control, which can 
lead to a range of dangerous complica- 
tions, including damage to the eyes, 
kidneys and heart. If left untreated, it 
can result in premature death. 

“Thar after year, the figures seem to 
be getting worse,” said David Whit- 
ing, an epidemiologist and public 
health specialist at the federation. ‘All 
around the world we are seeing in- 
creasing numbers of people develop- 
ing diabetes.” 

He said that a strategy involving all 
parts of society is needed to improve 
diets and promote healthier lifestyles. 

The federation calculates that diabe- 
tes already accounts for annual health 
care spending of $548 billion and this 
is likely to rise to $627 billion by 2035.

Seriously, Is there anything 
the Bears tight end can’t do?

Like a stylish mad scientist, Martellus Bennett tin- 
kers in his laboratory 

It’s away from football and in the basement of his 
suburban home where his creative mind flourishes.

He tweets daily and floods his Insta- 
gram account with GQ-esque style photos. 

Even though he has a few years left on his con- 
tract, he is plotting his next move. 

“For me, life after football, all I really want to do 
is just create stuff and make stuff,” Bennett said. 

“It just gives me balance because football is 
so structured all the time and you have a rou- 
tine and a certain way to do things. So when 
you create things, you can do it any way you 
want to do it. If I was just all football all the 
time.

“He’s still a child at heart and that’s one of the qualities I love 
about him so much,” Siggi Bennett said. “I think what he’s going 
to bring to parenting involving that [passion for art] is going to be awesome, 
and our kid is going to be the most eclectic, weird, imaginative, creative child 
that was probably ever born.”

The three-way intersection of Halsted Street 
and Grand and Milwaukee avenues is where 
you might find yourself for breezy patio dinners 
at Piccolo Sogno, late nights at Funky Bud- 
dha Lounge or cheap drinking at loveable dive 
Richard’s Bar. But it’s also where a cluster of 
buildings owned by William and Henry Dawson, 
fireplace mantle magnates of the early 1900s, 
once stood. That’s where the name and inspira- 
tion comes from for a new restaurant from Billy 
Lawless, who owns always-abuzz gastropub The 
Gage and neighboring Henri on Michigan Av- 
enue, and Branko Palikuca, owner of suburban 
restaurants Topaz and Amber. The Dawsons 
were known for their intricate and finely crafted 
mantles and grates; Lawless and Palikuca— who 
met because Palikuca was a regular at The 
Gage— were intrigued by the Dawsons’ ingenu- 
ity pioneering attitude and detailed craftsman- 
ship and wanted to re-create that spirit in the 
form of a turn-of-the-20th century American 
restaurant. I stopped in to see whether they 
succeeded. 

The scene: I could tell from the towering two- 
story front door, the glass atrium foyer and the 
timber-lined ceilings that a healthy investment 
was made to build this place. But despite all the 
cash that was clearly dropped, the first-floor 
dining room felt like a spacious, impersonal box. 
Though you can’t see the open kitchen from one 
side of the room because it’s blocked by a mas- 
sive bar, you can smell it from every table. Wood 
smoke hangs heavy in the air, lending a rustic, 
cozy campfire feel, but it was so strong I couldn’t 
smell my own food when it came to the table. 


The food: A veteran of Alinea and Next (which 
reinvents itself with a new concept three times a 
year), chef Rene De Leon has plenty of experi- 
ence launching brand-new menus and making 
sure every detail is impeccable from day one. A 
week after The Dawson’s debut, that polish and 
consistency was lacking. For his tfBcken-fried| - 
steak, I loved that De Leon replaced what is 
usually an over-fried, well-done thin chopped 
steak patty with a thick Newark strip ($32) 
cooked medium rare, wrapped in a flaky fried 
batter. The mashed potatoes on this plate were 
velvety and the greens, which are often cooked 
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ing’s Red Skull, a hoppy and caramelized 
imperial red ale, both stood up to the richer 
fried food on the menu. Cocktails created by 
Annemarie Sagoi (Graham Elliot, Big Star) 
include options such as Liquid Swords ($io), 
an herbal, bitter drink that was brightened by 
a healthy splash of lemon and yuzu sake. 

The service: Owner Billy Lawless has a 
Cheshire Cat-like smile and a gigantic pres- 
ence. When he stood within a few feet of my 
table, it almost felt like a potbelly stove alit 
nearby When he bent toward the table and 
asked us how everything was with his slight 
Irish lilt, I kinda wanted to bro-hug the dude, 
buy him a pint of Guinness and ask if I could 
hang out and watch soccer (I mean football?) 
with him. I held myself back. While we were 
waiting for dessert, he looked down and 
realized our table was set with soup spoons in- 
stead of dessert spoons. “Restaurateur OCD,” 
he said after swapping them out. “It’s the little 
things.” It felt like maybe I’d been recognized 
and this move was staged for my benefit; if 
not, it was pretty brilliant attention to detail. 


Bottom line: It’s tough to put a finger on what 
feels off about the space, but I think what 
I expected from The Dawson is the pubby 
intimacy of Lawless’s old spot. The Grafton, 
or at least the clubbiness and quiet of the 
back room at The Gage. Instead, it was just 
cold openness. There are some incredible, 
high-quality plates from De Leon, but there 
are just as many snafus to smooth out.

until limp, had a nice crisp texture and were 
packed with spice. But the biscuit on the side 
was lukewarm, and worse, cool in the middle. 
A dish of wood-grilled squid ($15) channeled 
paella and bouillabaisse, with tiny bits of 
smoky chorizo and tender chickpeas floating 
in a broth of saffron fumet (a light fish stock), 
but it was so salty that I could feel the edges 
of my lips drying out after a few spoonfuls. A 1 
pastor tacos ($6) had crispy corn shells but 
clumpy dry meat. I’d definitely go back for 
the pickled onion rings ($6); the tangy brined 
onions and the punch of the house-made bar- 
becue sauce made the perfect match for the 
tempura-like breading. The best plate of the 
night was mughlai curry ($17) featuring slivers 
of sweet roasted carrots and fruity slices of fig 
that stood up well to the fiery slick of curry 
A garnish of papadum (Indian crackers made 
from lentil flour) added crunchy contrast. 
This was the kind of elegant and thought- 
ful plate that reminded me of the top-notch 
restaurants that De Leon has cooked at. 

The influences: De Leon is inspired by so 
many things: American classics, the comfort 
food his mom cooked when was a kid and 
the dishes and techniques he learned to cook 
at some of the best restaurants in the world, 
including Noma in Denmark and El Celler 
de Can Roca in Spain. Instead of a crafty 
fusion of those influences, the menu feels like 
a confusion of gourmet and diner plus Latin, 
Southern American and Indian influences. I 
think if De Leon settles on more of a straight 
theme, say finessed American comfort food 
like that chicken-fried steak, he gives his 
kitchen a better shot at cooking consistently 

The drinks: I beelined for the beer list and 
wasn’t sorry A creamy stout from EvilTwin 
Brewing called Christmas Eve at a NewTbrk 
City Hotel Room ($9) and Revolution Brew-

Documentarian 
Alex Gibney on his 
controversial subjects

Who will have the hardest time redeeming 
himself: Lance Armstrong, Julian Assange or 
Eliot Spitzer? 

If anyone can offer an informed opinion, 
it’s director Alex Gibney who, with Friday’s 
release of “The Armstrong Lie,” has now 
made documentaries about all three contro- 
versial figures. (The other films are “Client 9: 
The Rise and Fall of Eliot Spitzer” and “We 
Steal Secrets: The Story of WikiLeaks.”) At 
the Peninsula Hotel, the 60 -year-old Oscar- 
winning filmmaker (“Taxi to the Dark Side”) 
compared some of his highest-profile subjects.

Who will have the hardest time redeeming 
himself: Lance Armstrong, and the reason is 
he sold a lie that was so big that he implicat- 
ed so many people and made people believe 
so fervently and he went after people much 
weaker than he in such a brutal fashion. 


Most surprising scandal: Eliot Spitzer. More 
than Lance, because at least in my case, I 
sensed that in the world of sports some kind 
of doping had probably gone on in those 
tours. Particularly if you look at all the people 
who shared the podium with him, and they 
had been doping. So something had gone on 
there. With Eliot Spitzer, he was such a para- 
gon of probity and he made such a big deal 
about being Mr. Goody Two- Shoes. ... So to 
see that he was running around late trying to 
do detailed ditching of his security services 
in order to meet up with high-priced escorts 
and negotiating with a 22-year-old madam, 
that was a shock. 

Toughest documentary to make: “We Steal 
Secrets.” The reason was that it just had an 
element of breadth, and also it was about a 
world that was almost intensely in the imagi- 
nation and played itself out online rather 
than in any action fashion. Lance Armstrong 
took the biggest turn, but it was always a 
film about a sport. Eliot Spitzer was always 
about law and order. “We Steal Secrets” is 
about a gray area, and it’s about a gray area 
where people are communicating online via 


text. And to penetrate that world was very 
difficult to do. 

The movie that gets 
viewers most fired up: 

Of those three? Prob- 
ably “The Armstrong 
Lie.” I think there is an 
intensity of anger toward 
Armstrong that is really 
extreme. You go around 
the country now and talk 
to people and they are 
still inflamed because 
they feel that he trans- 
gressed against their very 
best instincts. That is to 
say, they gave him all the 
credit in the world for 
what he was doing with 
cancer survivors, and in 
fact that ended up being 
part of his elaborate 
deception. 

Whom he’d most want to get a beer with: 

That’s a tough one. Not Julian Assange. I 


would tell you that both Lance Armstrong 
and Eliot Spitzer are fun to have a beer with 
... I didn’t have a beer with {Assange}; I had a 
tea with him. And then I 
had a six-hour sit-down 
interview where we were 
negotiating over whether 
or not he would sit down. 
I had to beg him for 
30-60 seconds to go to 
the bathroom so I could 
just take a break, and I 
would come back in and 
he could continue the 
sentence he had paused 
while I was asking for a 
break. 

Whom he’d be most ner- 
vous to see again: I don’t 
know that I would be 
nervous with any of those 
three guys. I’m always in- 
terested in that. I’d be interested in meeting 
Assange. Except that if he started to make a 
speech, I would probably run out of the room 
screaming, mpais@tribune.com i @mattpais

ask Steve Bartman, who is

^Xatching Hell” 

I guess I would want to ask 
him why he was so adamant 
about wanting to remain 
anonymous. I find it the most 
interesting and intriguing thing 
about him ... standing up might 
have put an end to all the ran- 
cor, [so] why did he insist on re- 
maining so anonymous? I can 
appreciate that he was scared. 
Because people were throwing 
rocks at him. Maybe if people 
had tackled him they might 
have hurt him pretty bad. So I 
can appreciate that.

The questions that 
must be addressed in 
a documentary about 
disgraced cycling 
champ Lance Arm- 
strong’s fall from star- 
dom are, obviously 
“How could he?” and 


“What was he thinking?” 

Long intrigued by controversial figures, 
director Alex Gibney (“We Steal Secrets: The 
Story of WikiLeaks,” “Client 9: The Rise and 
Fall of Eliot Spitzer”) answers in effective but 
somewhat limited fashion. “The Armstrong 
Lie” depicts Armstrong as someone whose 
refusal to lose compelled him to win at all 
costs — and to justify it based on the sport’s 
culture of cheating and his LiveStrong organi- 
zation’s good deeds. When the film captures 
its subject coming clean (after being backed 
into a corner) only to still hang on half-truths 
or deceptions when possible, it’s a tragic mo- 


1 1 1 1 Armstrong Lie 
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ment that should make the last few people not 
disgusted by this liar change their minds. 

The film, fortunately doesn’t aim to attack 
Armstrong from all angles. Initially attempt- 
ing to document the seven-time Tour De 
France winner’s 2009 comeback (which pre- 
ceded the stripping of all his titles, of course), 
Gibney admits that he became a fan, rooting 
for the cancer survivor and global icon to 
earn redemption on two wheels. For a brief 
period, Armstrong did. Yet it’s clear his naive 
confidence about his own power and the 
power of deny-deny-deny led to nasty attacks 
on his critics and spurned friends/teammates 
like Floyd Landis, who only became extra- 
motivated to expose the truth. Had Arm- 
strong not attempted his post-championship 



comeback, or been so defiant in going after 
those who sought to set the record straight, 
we might still see him as a hero. 

This story is bigger than that, though. 
Gibney misses a chance to incorporate other 
professional athletes (including Ryan Braun 
and Mark McGwire) who deluded themselves 
into thinking they could get away with break- 
ing rules. “The Armstrong Lie” often focuses 
on specific events and a revolving door of 


talking heads instead of zooming out and 
addressing what this all means. Including a 
psychologist wouldn’t have hurt. 

It’s compelling anyway Interviewed by 
Gibney earlier this year, Armstrong still says 
he’s the only person who can reveal the truth, 
despite the many people who long knew what 
he was up to and his current lack of credibility 
In some ways, the most powerful lies are the 
ones we tell ourselves.

Belated sequel brings 
fun home for holidays 


How long has it been 
since 1999’s likable, 
mild “The Best 
Man”?

Just before Christmas, the whole 
gang from “The Best Man,” most of whom 
are married with kids, converge on the man- 
sion of Mia (Monica Calhoun) and Lance 
(Morris Chestnut), the NewTbrk Giants star 
runningback who’s 176 yards from breaking 
the all-time rushing record. (Sorry, Emmitt 
Smith.) Though it’s been a long time since 
Harper (Taye Diggs) proposed to Robyn (Sa- 
naa Lathan) at the Mia/Lance wedding after 
clearing up the whole Harper-and-Mia-slept- 
together-back-in-the-day thing, the tension 
between the former best friends remains. 
That’s bad for Harper, who needs a new hit 
book and thinks a biography of Lance is the 
ticket. “Exploit your friend for capital gain,” 
Harper’s agent (John Michael Higgins) says. 



“This is America!” 

Indeed it is, and it’s a country where 
strong, modern on-screen portrayals of 
African-Americans occur at a shamefully 
low frequency (Don’t even start me on Tyler 


Perry) “The Best Man Holiday” writer-direc- 
tor Malcolm D. Lee is responsible for some 
of the garbage, like “Welcome Home, Roscoe 
Jenkins” and “Soul Men.” Here, though, Lee’s 
on solid footing, even moreso than in “The 
Best Man.” The better-paced sequel again 
capitalizes on a unified cast, and this time the 
fun jumps off the screen. Unfortunately Lee 
relies on sitcom-level incidents of technol- 
ogy foibles. His tear-jerking tendencies also 
go a little far in drawing tension out of a 
suspected illness and a kid responding to 
fighting adults by saying, “This doesn’t feel 
like Christmas to me.” 

Still, Terrence Howard is hilarious as 
monogamy opponent Quentin, and Harold 
Perrineau and Regina Hall effectively ground 
the Julian/Candace relationship that started 
when she danced at Lance’s bachelor party 
Again highlighting the folly of deception 
among loved ones and valuing church, 
forgiveness and commitment with some- 
what uneven performances, “The Best Man 
Holiday” genuinely looks at friendship and 
various concerns of growing older. See you in 
14 years, fellas. 

Or, based on the way this installment ends, 
possibly sooner.

Don’t try to make 
Nazi Germany cute 


This must be a night- 
mare: There can’t 
actually be a cutesy 
vapid dramedy set in 
WWII-era Germany 
featuring voiceover 
from Death. With 
a charming British 
accent. 

Death does not have a charming Brit- 
ish accent! He doesn’t comment on how he 
encounters humans at their best and at their 
worst (not necessarily true) and that no one 
served the Fuhrer more loyally than he! 

The “Extremely Loud and Incredibly 
Close” of Holocaust movies, “The Book 
Thief,” adapted from Markus Zusak’s novel, 
is a fantasy a fairy tale and a crock. Bordering 
on propaganda, the film is almost completely 
isolated from the horrors of war. It largely 
ignores the millions of Jews persecuted and 
killed, and instead delivers a shameless tear- 
jerker about a pretty young girl who likes 
reading, hoping to generate emotion through 
the collateral damage deaths of a few inno- 
cent Germans. And I thought “The Reader” 
was exploitative. 

Pre-teen Liesel (Sophie Nelisse) loses her 
younger brother and gets turned over to 
new parents Hans (Geoffrey Rush) and Rosa 
(Emily Watson), though she sheds no tears 
and her adoptive mom can’t understand why 
her new daughter would be shy and unhappy 
Rosa’s harshness exists so Hans can grumble 
about how his wife won’t keep her yap shut, 
like some kind of 1950s American sitcom.

The main characters almost exclusively speak 
English, as if “und,” “nein” and “danke schoen” 
were the only German words at the time. 

The script from Michael Petroni (“The 
Rite”) presents an insultingly smiley character 
in Max (Ben Schnetzer), the young Jewish 
man Hans and Rosa hide in their basement. 
(This leads to the requisite scene of a Nazi 
officer coming in to search.) Max tells Liesel 
that words are life, a lesson that appears 
hollow at every turn. Director Brian Percival 
doesn’t care about Max’s experience, though, 
especially proven in the ultimate, detached 
resolution to the Jewish man’s story All the 
team behind “The Book Thief ’’—which gets 
no points for competent performances — 
wants is for viewers to grin at moments like 
Max and Liesel joking about Hitler’s mom 
scolding him and Liesel and her smitten best 
friend, Rudy (Nico Liersch), shouting across a 
lake, “I hate Hitler!” So darling, right? 

The film’s title comes from Liesel, who at 
first can’t read or write but learns very quickly 
eventually swiping a few books. She hasn’t 
thought about what she’s doing or reading, 
and the few viewers who applauded this 
offensive Oscar bait clearly hadn’t thought 
about what they’d seen— unless they were 
cheering the last of about seven fake endings. 

I almost booed.

Any movie that hinges 
on the secret contents 
of a videotape inten- 
tionally mislabeled 
“Cubbies win World 
Series— 1995” has a 
sick, dark sense of hu- 
mor. 

In the unexpectedly funny consistently en- 
grossing “Charlie Countryman,” Charlie (Shia 
LaBeouO leaves Chicago after his mother (Me- 
lissa Leo) passes away and, in a vision, tells her 
son to go to Bucharest, Romania.

Perhaps it’s not surprising that “Charlie 
Countryman” comes from a co-writer of 
“Project X,” another film whose experiential 
flavor and anything-can-happen energy were 
underappreciated by people shaking their fists 
at all the bad behavior. “Charlie” at times feels 
aimless; a few indulgences (like depicting a soul 
fairy flying out of a body) register as distract- 
ing instead of useftil to the story We also don’t 
learn enough about Charlie before his trip to 
see how it changes him. 

Yet the right word-of-mouth could make 
this an underground hit. The film’s loose ap- 
proach and bizarre developments fit Charlie’s 
feeling of being lost and looking for buoys at a 
transitional time. I love how both Charlie and 
Gabi, who tells him, “If you find me tomor- 
rov^ I will kiss you” in a language he doesn’t 
speak, consciously work to make sure their last 
memories of their lost parents are happy Few 
explorations of the grieving process involve an 
Ecstasy-driven fantasy of a club full of naked 
women or a moving eye at the bottom of a 
urinal, but don’t knock it until you’ve tried it.
